HARRISBURG, Sept. 12.-P e n n ­ 
sylvania’s “dry" forces today were 
encouraged by the results oi Tues­ 
day’s balloting in wnieh 16 com­ 
munities. previously “wet,” voted a 
ban on liquor sales and 12 “dry” 


| localities favored the sale of liquor 
j and malt beverages. 
F. Scott McBride, superintendent 
; of the Pennsylvania 
Anti-Saloon 
League. wa.s well pleased with the 
results and said the voting repre­ 
sented “another step forward’’ for 
his organization. 
Although 96 municipalities 
weie 
scheduled to vote on the question. 
| five communities failed to place it 
on the ballot either because oi dif­ 
ficulties or choice. 
Of the 91 vot­ 
ing, 50 had taprooms and the re­ 
mainder already had some form of 
ban on liquor sales. 
According to the results of the 
vote in 88 of the 91 communities: 


25 of 47 "wet” areas voted to retain 
both liquor and 
beer; three to re­ 
tain 
beer; three 
to permit liquor 
(and 
also beer 
under the state's 
combination 
license system>; 
two 
against beer; sin opposed to liquor 
and six opposed to both. 
The vote was split as follow > in 
41 “dry” localities: 
13 against both 
liquor and beer; seven opposed to 
liquor and nine to beer; three voted 
“yes” to both: five approved liquor 
and five favored beer. 
The voting was far below that of 


the local option election 
in 1939 
when 453 localities, cast ballots on 
the question and 116 changing from 
wet to dry while only nine dry 
areas favored the sale of alcoholic 
drinks.
